CHANGE OF SENTIMENT ON THE 


CANAL ROUTE. 


A marvelous change in sentiment 


regarding the relative merits of the 
Panama and Nicaragua routes* for the 
isthmian canal lias taken place since 
the House passed the bill only a few 
•weeks ago. The 
canal "commission 


has made a report, unanimously rec- 
ommending the Panama route, since 
the French owners have offered to sell 
their unfinished canal for millions less 
than the work has cost 


The conclusions of the report may 


be briefly summarized. In the 
first 


place, In the commission's estimates 
the Panama line will cost $5,000,000 
less than the Nicaragua plan. It is 
believed it can be finished years ear- 
lier, and a large part of the work has 
been already accomplished. It has the 
construction, buildings, plants, tugs, 
dredges, launches, etc.. already on the 
canal line. With the Panama shorter 
route goes the Panama railroad, run- 
ning for years, and of vast importance 
in the work of construction. 
These 


advantages are set forth for the Pan- 
ama canal: 


1. It would cost $1,350,000 a year 


less to maintain and operate than 
Nicaragua. 


2. It has good harbors at both ends 


and would require locks of less height. 


3. It would take a vessel only 12 


hours to go through, instead of 3, 
hours by the Nicaragua route. 


4. It would be the shorter route 


for our trade with South America and 
about as short as Nicaragua for our
